THis YounG MeEn’s CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION IN MONTREAL 
is a link in that great chain of Associations which now may truly be 
said to belt the entire globe, as they are to be found in almost every 
country, and even on many of the Islands of the Sea.

This Association was organized in December, 1851, and dedicated 
the present building in September, 1873.

The object we have in view is the development of the spiritual, 
moral and intellectual condition of young men ;—to bring them into 
a saving relationship with Jesus Christ, and to educate them so that 
they may become active workers in the Church of God. 


That this object has been carried out during the 31st year of our 
existence will be evident from the reports presented by the various 
Sub-Committees this evening, which show how highly favored we 
have been in the enjoyment of God’s blessing, and for which we here 
desire to acknowledge our deep sense of gratitude. 


In aiding and directing the spiritual interests of our Membership ; 
in welcoming the hundreds of young men who have come to our City 
as strangers ; in seconding the efforts of those who have been seeking 
employment ; in visiting and caring for the sick, and through these and 
every other way leading men to seek for that higher and better life of 
which God is the author, and which is possible through faith in 
Christ, we have not only filled a place in this City, but have had far 
more work than we could possibly overtake with all our machinery 
and organization. 


The educational work which was initiated last year proved so 
successful that the Committee have continued it this year, and have 
met with even greater encouragement. 
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CORRESPONDENCE.—This department increases as the Association 
and its spheres of work become better known. Letters of introduction 
crowd upon us from all sections in which fathers, brothers or friends 
lay upon us the burden of directing the welfare of their young men. 
This we are glad to do, in providing suitable lodgings, directing as to 
employment, and in making these young men feel they have a home 
amongst us. Results of the most cheering nature have occurred ; 
and some who are now members of churches and active workers came 


to us in this way. We give an extract from one of many letters 
received. 


ENGLAND, Nov. Ist, 1882, 
Mr. D. A. Bunce, 


My DEAR SIR,—My son having told me of your Christian kindness towards 
him, I cannot express to you my feelings of gratitude. He speaks of your pray- 
ers for him in such a manner as assures me of the interest you take in his welfare 


Anything you can do to help him in his spiritual life wil] only deepen the grati- 
tude ofa fond father’s heart, etc., etc. 


Correspondence is continued where time will permit with young 
men who have been interested through our services, but who have 
left the city. This is a most Important work, and should receivé more 
attention. The following extract is from a letter writte by a French 


Canadian young man, who was a frequent attendant at the Sunday 
evening meetings ; 


ST, CATHARINEs, May 30th, 1882. 
MR. D. A. Bupeg,

DEAR SiR,—I write to thank you for your letter, which did me much good, 
My present employer, with whom I live, isa Sunday School teacher, and each 
morning and evening we have prayers and sing those beautiful hymns I enjoyed so 
much at your meetings, My employer’s wife takes her Bible and gives me one, and 
each Sunday afternoon we read it together, and what I do not understand she 
explains to me. I do not intend to become a Protestant, but I notice that while our 
Church makes us miserable by fasts, penances, etc. » and even on our death-bed by 
representations of Purgatory, yours is all love for Christ and trust in Him, etc. 


Letters upon all subjects which concern the welfare of young 
men pour in upon us, making the average number of letters written 
each month from 180 to’200. 16 5 letters of introduction have been 
given to young men going to other Associations. 
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EMpLOYMENT.—This is a very difficult branch, and its claims are 
of sufficient importance to occupy the entire time of one man. It is 
therefore necessarily contracted by the limited time which the Secre- 
tary and Assistant have to give to it. We take every precaution to 
secure information concerning the applicants, and IN ALL CASES 
give the employer full knowledge. 152 young men have registered as 
applicants, and out of that number 95 situations have been secured.

Boarpinc Hovuses.—Our Register is consulted daily by strangers 
and others. We have on the list 86 houses where board and lodging 
can be obtained, and 62 houses where furnished rooms with partial 
board can behad. There is agreat scarcity of good boarding houses 
in the city, and we should be glad to receive the names of private 
families willing to take boarders ; references will be required in each 
case. 


CoNVENTIONS.—This Association was represented by the Secre- 
tary and Assistant at the 9th Conference of General Secretaries, held 
in New Haven in June last. Over 250 delegates were present, and 
it was the largest and most important gathering which has yet been 
held. 


The International Conference of Railway Association delegates 
was held at St. Thomas, Ontario, in May last. Messrs. L. H. Packard, 
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R. Smith, Warden King, D. Graham, W. Walls and D. A. Budge, 
were delegates from this Association. Through this gathering special 
impetus was given to the Railway work in Canada.

The second Dominion Convention was held in Truro, N .S.,1n July 
and Messrs. C. Cushing, W. Paul, H. Morton, Dr. Kelley, W. G. 
Brown, J. Baillie, F. Lonsdale and D. A. Budge, were sent as dele- 
gates. Unusual spiritual interest was manifest in these meetings, and it 
has resulted in uniting more closely the Associations of the Maritime 
Provinces with those of Ontario and Quebec. 


WEEK OF PRAYER.—The second week of November was observed 
by us in union with all the Associations. Young Men’s Metings were 
held each evening, and prominence was given to the noon-day meet- 
ings. ‘The largest young men’s meeting we have held this year was on 
Saturday evening, the 18th. A new feature was carried out which 
proved exceptionally useful in giving general information concerning 
our local work. An active worker was placed in the week night 
prayer meeting in the various city churches, and at the Pastor’s 
invitation gave foimfs in our work and solicited their prayers. 
Special sermons to young men were preached in almost all the city 
churches on Sunday, the roth inst. 


THE TEMPERANCE PLEDGE has received 247 signatures during 
the year from young men who have come voluntarily to the Secre- 
tary’s office for that purpose. Whenever possible, this work is 
followed up by personal visitation, either through the church which they 
attend or the Association, but in every case they are directed to Jesus 
Christ, who is alone able to give them power and freedom from this 
bondage. ‘There are those amongst our members and workers to-day 
who have been redeemed through this means. 


PERSONAL INTERVIEWS.—These cannot be counted, and almost 
every phase of human life is dealt with. Our invitation to young 
men is so full and free that hundreds take advantage of this opportu- 
nity for counsel and advice. Whenever possible, the Secretaries seek 
to lead these young men to Him who says “Call upon me in the day 
of trouble, and I will deliver thee and thou shalt glorify me.” This 
branch of our work needs special wisdom and grace, for which the 
Secretaries desire the continued prayers of the members. 


Losses By Deatu.— During the year some of our active workers 
and members have passed out from us; to them the opportunity for 
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service is past, and their names remind us to “ work while it is called 
day, for the night cometh when no man can work.” Mr. C. 
FALLON was one of our faithful tract distributors, who passed away, 
at the age of 26 after a singular and a painful illness, in October last ; 
Rost. DAIKERS, at the age of 21, through lingering consumption—he 
was also a faithful tract distributor and worker in the Boys’ Meeting ; 
Joun McKinnon, after two years’ lingering illness, died in the Hospital, 
in January last, rejoicing in the grace of God; Mr. Wm. Harper, a 
quiet Christian, who passed through much suffering, died in September 
rejoicing in hope of the glory of God. 


BENEVOLENT WorkK.—This is carried on in cases of special need 
amongst young men, and funds are placed in the hands of the Secre- 
tary through the kindness of individual members. 


PERSONAL.—We regret the removal from our General Committee 
and the list of our active workers of our much esteemed brother, Mr. 
S. F. Massett, who last May entered upon the pastoral charge of the 
Baptist Church at Kingsey Falls, Que. As Chairman of the Invita- 
tion Committee, and a leader of the work amongst the Railway men 
at Point St. Charles, our brother had become endeared to all who 
knew him by his conscientious, self-denying labors for Christ, and 
for the souls of young men. A Farewell Fellowship Meeting was 
held at the residence of Mr. J. S. McLachlan previous to his departure, 
where the workers had an opportunity of asking God’s blessing to 
rest upon him in his new field of labor.

In May last Mr. G. A. KuHRING of Quebec was appointed to 
fill the position of Assistant Secretary, which he has done with much 
acceptance to the Committee and membership. 


In July Mr. F. Lonspate, late Secretary of the York (Eng.) 
Association, was appointed to take charge of the Christian work 
amongst the Railway men at Point St. Charles. He has also proved 
a valuable addition to our staff. 


We desire to acknowledge the hearty sympathy we enjoy from 
the pastors of city churches, and their readiness to co-operate whenever 
requested has doubtless added greatly to the success of our work. 


WHAT HAS BEEN THE RESULT ?—The interest of the Christian 
community has been awakened in our behalf, and a large amount of 
money and labor has been expended. But is that all? No! There 
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are two facts which are beyond question, and which cause usin an 
especial manner to thank God and take courage. 


The first is that from 150 to 200 young men have been engaged 
in some phase of self-denying, aggressive Christian work, where they 
are being trained, and thereby fitted to fill useful positions in the 
Church of Christ. 


The second is that scores of men have heard the Gospel and 
believed it to the salvation of their souls ; and we have abundant evi- 
dence by letters from many who have gone out from us to other cities, 
and by the personal life and testimony of those who remain here, that 
GoD’s POWER has been present to heal. . We copy extracts from two 
letters received but recently which will be of interest to all: 


November 12th, 1881. 
Mr.D. A. Bunce. 


My Dear Sir,—In the hope of encouraging you and others in the good 
work in which you are engaged, I beg to offer my humble and hearty thanks to 
God and to the members of the Young Men’s Christian Association for the happi- 
ness and blessing vouchsafed to me since I was led at your meetings to put my 
trust in Jesus Christ. That was indeed a happy day for me. Before all was dis- 
order and tumult. As often as Satan came with alluring temptations, down I fell; 
if I ever did resist, it was through FEAR, fear of God. Now, ‘I can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth me.’”? But I do not boast, you know what my 
daily business associations are, and without divine strength there is a slim chance 
against such odds, but I am comforted by the assurance, ‘‘ my grace is sufficient for 
thee,”’ and ‘* as thy day thy strength shall be.”

The following letter is from a man who is advanced in years, 
and we give it gladly as it exalts God’s power to save to the uttermost: 


November 7th, 1882. 
To THE SECRETARY, 


YOUNG MEN’s CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION, ‘ 


My Dear Broruer,—I feel it a great privilege to testify of the spiritual 
benefits received by me through your Association, and more especially in the Bible 
classes on Sunday afternoon and Tuesday evening. Through many years I have 
felt my need of a Saviour, and a great longing to be one of God’s own family, but 
these desires were always stifled. I made many resolutions, which were as often 
broken, and each time I fell lower into sin, until I was almost in despair. I tried 
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the pleasures and frivolities of the world, they would not do; I tried to become 
an infidel and deny God, but that was only a poor sham, as I did not believe what 
I professed to do; I then went for the forlorn hope of the sinner, strong drink, and 
had almost succeeded in my ruin, when God in His mercy plucked me as a “ brand 
from the burning.’ You may remember on the 25th May last a man coming to 
your office almost in delirium tremens, and asking to sign the pledge. That was 
me, but I had no thought of attending your religious meetings, for I had not opened 
a Bible for years, and had not one in my possession; but you prayed for me and 
with me, and kindly invited me to attend your class. Such words were new to 
me for years, and recalled scenes of long ago when a fond mother taught her only 
son his duty towards God. As I left the building I resolved to make one more 
effort, and I might have kept on trying my plans without any success had not 
God in His mercy showed me the Way, the Truth and the Life, with nothing for me 
to do but lay hold of it, and I was enabled to do so and now to rejoice. Thus 
through God’s mercy and the instrumentality of your Association I have been led 
from the very brink of Hell to sit down in pleasant pastures, where I can com- 
mune with God by prayer and through His word.

through it win many poor sinners from darkness to light and from the power of 
Satan unto God.

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DEVOTIONAL COMMITTEE. 


Your Committee have charge of the direction of all the religious 
meetings held in the building, and have great pleasure in reporting 
much interest in the meetings throughout, and results in definite work 
amongst young men. Especially is it noticeable the prominence 
given to Bible study, which is the backbone of our work. We 
regret to report that Dr. Dawson was unable through pressure of 
engagements to resume his Sunday School Teachers Class this Winter, 
but your Committee hope next Fall to resume it under his able 
leadership. 


Your Committee also desire to express the indebtedness of the 
Association to the Rev. Prof. Fenwick for his continued and invalu- 
able help so freely given, not only in the Bible Class teaching, but 
in other meetings and by personal visitation. 


THE NOON-DAY MEETING 


Has been continued daily with the exception of five weeks 
in Summer, when the building was undergoing repairs. We cannot 
report this meeting to be as successful as it otherwise would be if 
more of our members took a personal interest in it. Since changing 
it to the lower class room, the attendance and interest has increased, 
and now the room is often crowded. Numberless answers to prayer 
have been realized, and in this respect it bears more fruit than any other 
meeting held. Requests for prayer should be sent to the Secretary ; 
and all who believe that God hears and answers prayer, and take 
delight in Christian fellowship, are cordially invited. 


Since Miss Eliza Macdonald has been unable to attend daily, 
Miss White has filled her place, and the Association is greatly indebted 
to these lady helpers for their kindness in leading the service of song. 


TUESDAY EVENING BIBLE CLASS. 


This Class, conducted by Prof. Fenwick, has had an attendance 
of from 40 to 75 during the year. During the vacation months it 
was continued by Mr. T. B. Brown, when the attendance and interest 
was good. It has been the means of the awakening and conversion 
of many souls, and the development in spiritual life of many more. 
The lessons are a continued study of the life of Christ. At the 
present time unusual interest gathers from the fact that several Jewish 
young men of superior character and attaiaments are seeking to know 
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the truth as it is in Jesus. Concerning this work Prof. Fenwick 
writes as follows : 


In reference to the Tuesday evening Bible class, twothings have very much 
impressed me. First, the largeness and regularity of the attendance, and the deep 
nterest which the members of the class manifestly take in the subjects under con- 
sideration. Week after week, in fair and foul weather, I go expecting to find an 
attentive audience, and am seldom disappointed ; and secondly, the marvellous 
fullness of the Life of the Lord Jesus. The freshness which marks its incidents, 
the rich meaning with which every act is replete, and above all the wisdom, grace 
and spiritual beauty of the Holy One Himself, have furnished night after night an 
inexhaustible source of profitable instruction. 


The very presence of the Divine Lord has been often realized ; and His con- 
tinued power to give rest to those who ‘‘labor and are heavy laden,” and ‘to 
save the lost,” has been graciously proven in our midst. 


The large proportion of young men from all the denominations who have 
attended the class has been a feature of intense interest. I may just add that to 
me, personally, the work has been one of great pleasure and of unmingled satis- 
faction. 


THE SECRETARY’S BIBLE CLASS, 


On Sunday afternoon, from 3 to 4, the Reading Room is now filled 
with from 60 to 80 young men, who meet to study the word of God. 
This attendance is kept up mainly through an Invitation Committee, 
who visit the hotels previous to the hour of meeting. ‘The Inter- 
national Scheme of Lessons is followed, and the conversational 
element is introduced as largely as possible. This class has abounded 
in fruit, and scarcely a week passes without manifest evidences of 
God’s blessing in the awakening of young men. During the year four 
have gone from it as Sabbath School teachers. The following 
extract from a letter will be read with interest, and is one of many 
which might be given: 

MONTREAL, July 15th, 1882. 
DEAR MR. BuDGE, 

I have derived much benefit through the Sunday afternoon Bible Class. I 
am thankful that my path was directed to this city, that I might come to a know- 
ledge of eternal life through Jesus Christ. It is a common error that God’s service 
is dull and dismal. I can add my testimony to the fact that the reverse is the 
case. When I knew not God I fell into sin and became its slave, but now my 
sins are blotted out, and the burden has been changed “ for His yoke which is easy, 
and His burden which is light.” If there are any young men away from home 
and friends as I was, I write this to tell them what great things God has done for 
me, et¢., etc., etc.

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THE TRAINING CLASS 


Was continued each Saturday evening during last winter, from 6.30. to 
7-30, with Professor Fenwick as leader. The object was to aid our 
workers, so that they might the more intelligently, and with more 
confidence, take part in the public religious services of the Association. 
Various methods of study were adopted, best calculated to draw out 
the talents of the members. The papers or addresses were brief, and 
afterwards criticized by the Professor. The following were some of 
the subjects—‘ What gave Christ Power as a Teacher?” “ Why 
Salvation must be by Grace.” “ Why is the Gospel the Power of God 
unto Salvation ? ” ‘‘ Why is Repentance Necessary to Salvation ?” “The 
humanity of Jesus Christ.” “The Divinity of Jesus Christ.” “The 
office and work of the Holy Spirit,” and such like. The attendance 
averaged 16. This Committee consider this to be one of the most 
important additions to our work, and call attention of all our workers 
toit. Ithas been resumed this Fall, with an averagegattendance of 25. 


GOSPEL TEMPERANCE MEETING, 


The Sunday Afternoon Gospel Temperance Meeting has been 
well sustained this year, attendance averaging 65 (an increase of 1 5 over 
1881). At the close of each meeting tracts are distributed, and during 
last Christmas week 10,000 copies of a tract “A Whisper from St. 
Nicholas,” sent to the ladies of the City, requesting them to refrain 
from offering their visitors intoxicants. Messrs. Moore and Seaman 
have kindly distributed the tracts during the year. $114.1 5 has been 
collected for this; $82.27 worth (say 20,000) tracts purchased 
(2000 being sent to Volunteer Company at Brockville), leaving a 
balance in hand of $21.20. Beginning in November, 1881 (with the 
exception of the last Sunday in each month, when a successful prayer 
and testimony meeting is held) suitable subjects were introduced 
and this with a chairman for the month, instead of the week, has given 
point to the meeting. We are indebted to Rev. Mr. Rexford for the 
choice of subjects and to Miss Bernard for her valuable musical assist- 
ance. ‘The Gospel is put forth as the remedy for the drunkard, and 
our thanks are due to the Visiting and City Pastors for their 
hearty co-operation in this work—18 addresses being given by the 
latter. The pledge has received 83 signatures, being 17 over last 
year. Young men gifted for visiting work—so much neglected this 
year, owing to removals from the City—it is hoped will come forward 
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and engage in it. Much good has resulted, and we give God the praise, 
and are encouraged to labor for Him who giveth the increase. Your 
Committee respectfully suggest the introduction of two Alcohol 
lectures into the Course of Lectures, which would tend to benefit our 
meetings. 

YOUNG MEN’S MEETING. 

These meetings have been kept up regularly during the year, 
with ever-increasing interest, and direct evidence of God’s favor 
and blessing. A pleasing and encouraging feature is the large 
attendance of young men who come in as strangers, and who soon 
evince a deep interest in-:the sympathetic and earnest way the 
gospel of our Saviour is proclaimed. 


Many have testified at the meetings and to the Secretary person- 
ally that they have been there led to accept Christ as their own 
personal Saviour, and determine to devote their lives to his service, 
while the following summary of two from among many like letters 
written to the Secretary, will best show how richly God is blessing 
this part of our Association work. Both found joy and peace at the 
Saturday night meeting. 


I have spent the happiest time of my life in Montreal. I shall ever remember 
your kindness and the kindness of the young men of Montreal Association. I am 
happy to testify to the great love of the Lord Jesus Christ. Since I came here I 
have been truly blessed by Him, and trust you will always remember me, as I 
always will you and the Montreal Association in my prayers. 


Oh, thank God that He ever directed my feet to the Young Men’s Association, 
It was He who found me, and not me who was looking for Him. For 21 years 
I followed Satan, almost the worst of his followers, and that, too, in spite of warning 
day by day, and yet, praise God, He has indeed been mindful of me and brought 
my feet out of the mire and clay and set them ona rock, even Jesus Christ, the 
Rock of my salvation. Thank God, He has done this, and now ought I not to be 
up and doing something for him who has done so much for me? Oh pray for me 
and ask them to pray for me at the meeting. Oh I feel happy indeed since I gave 
my heart to Christ. 


We are by these evidences led to thank God and look in faith to 
Him for larger manifestation of His saving grace and power. 


SUNDAY NIGHT EVANGELISTIC MEETING 


Has been regularly held throughout the year, in the large Hall of the 
Association (excepting on three Sundays, during repairs, when the 
the meetings took place in the Reading Koom). The attendance has 
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been uniformly large, averaging from 300 to 350 persons—on some 
occasions much larger, as notably last Sunday evening (November sth) 
when Mr. Williams gave an address, when, after the floor and gallery 
had been packed, yet it was necessary to turn away 75 or 380 people for 
want of room. This has happened more than once, and speaks for the 
attractiveness of these simple meetings. Such a thing as there being 
no room ata religious meeting has sometimes caused surprise from 
its comparative novelty, and those who could not obtain admission 
are not always so philosophical or practical as one gentleman, 
evidently a stranger and a Christian, who, upon being told at the foot 
of the stairs by the Secretary that there was “no more room,’ after 
expressing his surprise, said that at least he could “ have his part in 
the good work,” even if he couldn’t get in, by “praying for it all the 
way home.” 

Whilst many visit the “ enquiry” meeting (always held in the 
Reading Room) it is not possible to speak of results, or perhaps wise 
to estimate them, but, from a record kept from 1st July to 25th Octo- 
ber, say 4 months, it was found, there had been 54 enquirers, and 18 
of these had been introduced to Pastors of our Churches, some most 
interesting cases have been met with, 2 or 3 of which are specially 
spoken of by the Secretary. The improvement in the singing and 
increased assistance in this department are noteworthy, and have been 
of great help to the Chairman in the conduct of the Meetings ; and 
here it is but proper to acknowledge the devoted services of the 
Organist, Walter Outhwaite, whose regular attendance, good playing, 
and hearty sympathy, in the services, have been most helpful. The 
lowering of the platform, and cheery appearance of the Hall since 
renovated, have undoubtedly had their share in increasing the attract- 
iveness of the Meeting, and we enter on a new season with great 
promise of increased usefulness. 


THE BOYS’ MEETING. 


is held every Friday evening from 8 to 9 o'clock, its object being to 
lead boys to see Christ as their own personal Saviour, and to seek 
FIRST the Kingdom of God and also His righteousness, and to build 
up and strengthen those who are beginners in the Christian life, and 
make them useful workers in the Master’s Vineyard.

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As every boy has a precious soul to be saved, and knowing that 
it is not the Father’s will that “any of these little ones should perish,” 
we are bound out of love to Him to do all in our power to bring 
them to the Lord Jesus Christ. 


After the opening services all are invited to take part, even if it 
be only reading a verse of Scripture, and in this way the incorruptible 
seed is scattered and sown, and will bear fruit abundantly in the 
Master’s own time and way. ‘Tracts are distributed, and we pray the 
parents may be reached by this. 


A young man recently testified that several years ago he came 
to the meeting for amusement and fun, but words he heard have 
never been forgotten, that by God’s grace he felt the need of a 
Saviour, his eyes opened, and he saved, by the finished work of 
Christ. A young lad from England said the words, “He that 
believeth on the Son hath everlasting life,” pointed out to him, had 
been blessed to him, and his bright face and interest taken in the 
works confirmed it. 


We intend this winter to give the workers a list of Boys to call 
for on their way to the meeting; this will, we trust, increase their 
interest and our numbers. 


Subjects are provided and printed on card to induce them to 
study their Bible at home. About fifty boys have signed our Pledge 
Book against Intoxicants and ‘fobacce. A few of the boys have 
become members of the Children’s Scripture and Prayer Union, the 
object being to read the same portion of God's word daily, and once 
a week ask God’s blessing upon all the other members. 


Invitation slips are also given the boys to distribute. We regret 
the loss of one or two of our class by death. One extremely missed 


owing to the active assistance he gave, his death was very happy and 
peaceful. . 


Since Mr. Kuhring, the Assistant Secretary, has kindly volunteered 
to play the melodeon, the boys seem to be more interested, and our 
attendance at present averages about twenty-two. We would ask the 
earnest prayers of all God’s people on behalf of His work, that the 
Spirit of God may help us to remove all hindrances to His blessing, 
so that His power to save and strengthen may be manifested and 
His name be glorified.

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EDUCATIONAL COMMITTEE. 


The educational work begun last year has been continued this 
season, as the need was no less urgent. and the former success so 
great. As before, the services of the very best lecturers and teachers 
have been sought, the fees kept at almost nominal rates, and only 
such changes introduced in the course of study as were justified by 
necessity or the year’s experience. To classes in French, Com- 
mercial Arithmetic, Bookkeeping and Phonography was added one 
in Practical Geometry and Mechanism under the charge of Prof. 
McLeod of McGill University, who by his experience as a teacher 
and engineer is specially fitted for this important work, 


The Popular Medical Lectures and the course in American 
History have been continued, Chemistry has been exchanged for 
Popular Astronomy, and there has been added a course of ten 
Lectures on Literature and Biography by some of the best lecturers 
obtainable. 


By circular and advertisement the young men of the city were 
informed of the advantages within their reach, and they have 
responded well. Though in some respects the attendance is not so 
large as last year, it is more regular, and the work, consequently, 
much better performed. 


The financial outlook promises well, and it is hoped that by the 
further efforts of the members the treasury of the Association will 
not be called upon to make good any deficiency. 


CLassEs.—By the use of the room on the ground floor the 
pressure on the second flat has been removed, and the comfort and 
convenience of all concerned greatly increased. In Commercial 
Arithmetic, conducted by Mr. C. A. Humphrey, the attendance has 
averaged 50; in French, taught by J. L. Morin, B.A., 55 to 60; 
in Practical Geometry and Mechanism, 35; in Phonography, taught 
by Mr. Budge, 30; in Bookkeeping, taught by Mr. J. M. Duff owing 
to temporary absence of Mr. Ross, about go. 


Lecrures.—The medical course of lectures has been a most 
valuable one, but, considering the importance of the subject, the 
talent of the lecturers, and their care in preparation aud illustration, 
_ the attendance has been unsatisfactory. Instead of some I50 Or 200 
auditors this hall should have beea filled to its utmost capacity. 
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In American History, the attendance has been from 200 to 2 50. 
Much interest has been manifested in this subject, as is shown by the 
attention of the audience, the number of those who take notes, and 
especially by the extensive reading in connection with the lectures. 


The lectures after the New Year cannot fail to be most interesting 
and instructive to all. Those in Astronomy by Mr. Chandler of the 
University will be copiously illustrated with views, while for the 
course in Literature and Biography the names of Principal Buckham 
of Vermont University, Revs. Dr. Stevenson, Dr. Clark, G. H. Wells, 
KE. A. Stafford, Canon Norman, J. S. Black, and Mr. J.T. Desai 
B.A., are a sufficient guarantee of popularity and permanent value. 


Of the very great benefits of this undertaking to the young men 
themselves, to the Association and to the city at large, it is unneces- 
sary now to speak. 


Thanks are specially due to Mr. Lonsdale for the very energetic 
and successful labors rendered in connection with this work of the 
Association. To the medical men, Drs. Osler, Roddick, Mills, Camp- 
bell, Buller and Cameron, for the time, talent, information placed 
at the disposal of Association.

The Evangelistic work, which occupies the attention of this Com- 
mittee, was considerably hindered during the year through the inability 
of the Chairman on account of personal affliction to give it his active 
supervision, and finally in his resignation. For this reason the 
cottage meetings, owing to his frequent absence from the city, were 
not so successful asin former years. Other branches of the work 
were carried on with very encouraging results. 


THE HOSPITAL SERVICE 


Always abounds in incidents of interest. Two or more of our workers 
with three of our lady helpers have conducted this service each Sun- 
day morning from 9.30 to 10.30. The attendance varies from 10 to 
18 or 20, according to the number of convalescent patients in the 
Hospital. The singing is a most attractive feature, and the opportu- 
nity it gives for personal conversation is perhaps the chief result. On 
leaving the Hospital many come to our rooms, and we are able to 
direct and advise them according to their need. The visitation of 
the wards is carried on systematically by different members of the 
Association. 
COTTAGE MEETINGS 


Were held at 32 St. Urbain St., where a number of young men 
boarded. These meetings were full of interest and fruit, and they 
were only discontinued on account of the sickness and death of the 
landlady, Mrs. Duncan, whose death was remarkable for its calm 
trustful hope in God her Saviour. 
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4o NazareTH Sr. was not found to be successful, although 
meetings were held there for some months. 

Forfar St. meeting, conducted by Mr. Massetr and others, was 
well attended, from 12 to 25, and real interest in the word of God 
was manifested. 

42 Sebastapol St. was continued throughout the Winter. 

Seigneurs St. meeting was commenced in February and con- 
tinued for two months with blessing to the home in which it was held. 


THE FIREMEN, 


With the exception of three or four Stations in the East End 
which were missed once or twice, all the Fire Stations have been 
visited every Sunday morning during the year, and religious magazines 
and papers distributed to the men. Through the generous gift o 
one member these magazines and papers have been procured direct 
from the publishers, and are not second-hand as in previous years. 
The workers are invariably well received by the men, and the papers 
much appreciated. Mr. A. D. Lanskail has carried on this work 
with the following members as assistants: Messrs. Henry Baker, 
Chas. Reddy, J. W. Rowley, and A. Riley. 


THE SAILORS’ MISSION. 


Under the chairmanship of Mr. Dumaresq, a band, numbering from 
14 to 20 of our members, have met at the Sailors’ Institute each Sun- 
day morning during the summer, at 8 o'clock. After mutual prayer 
they were supplied with tracts by Mr. Ritchie, the manager of the 
Institute, and proceeded to visit the sailors on all the ships in the 
harbor. They report the great kindness which they invariably meet 
with fromseamen. ‘Through these tracts and invitations many sailors 
are led to attend the meetings in the Institute. Song and Gospel meet- 
ings are held every Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday even- 
ings,in which the following members have taken part,under the direction 
of Mr. Ritchie: Messrs. A. Craig, G. A. Kuhring, R. H. Holland, 
W. Norris, G. E. Williams, H. W. Buchanan, F. Lonsdale and others. 
Mr. Ritchie reports that not only has the attendance been beyond 
that of last year, but unusual spiritual interest has been manifested, 
and many sailors have acknowledged the blessing received. The 
assistance of Miss White, Miss Craig, and other lady friends, has 
greatly contributed to the success of the gatherings. 
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VOLUNTEER CAMP, 


This service in Brigade Camps which our Association initiated 
last year at St. Johns was carried out on a more extended scale at 
Brockville, from September 6th to 18th, amongst the men of the 
Divisions under command of Lieutenant Colonel Maunsel, D.A.G. 


Mr. F. Lonsdale took charge of the work from this Association, and 
Mr. Little from Ottawa Association. Every aid possible was given 
by the Officers in Command, and our Reading Room and Meeting 
Tent, which was 60 x 40, was so tastefully arranged as to be one of 
the most attractive features of the Camp. Games for amusement of 
various kinds were provided and constantly in use. Some 700 letters 
were written, paper, etc., being provided, and 36 signed the temperance 
pledge, and great numbers of tracts and illustrated Gospel literature 
was circulated amongst the men. Meetings were held each evening, 
in which the Tent was crowded to its utmost capacity, and many 
enquirers were directed personally concerning spiritual life. Ere they 
left nearly all the men in camp came to bid the workers good-bye, and 
their expressions of thankfulness as to the benefits received were very 
cheering. On the Review Day the Hon. A. P. Caron, Minister of 
Militia, thanked the Association for doing this work, and stated that 
the healthy tone and well-being of the Camp was due to its influence. 
The following letters speak for themselves :

My Dear Sir,—You took so great an interest in the establishment of a Branch of 
your Y. M.C. A. in our camp at Brockville, that I write a line at the first opportunity 
to say that, under the good management of Messrs. Lonsdale and Little, it was a 
complete success, and the thanks of every member of the Force are due to you and 
them. Indeed, not only did the soldiery at Brockville derive benefit from the Y. M. 
C. A. Tent and its belongings, but a large number of the citizens of the place who 
visited the Camp. I cannot do better in offering you my best thanks than enclose an 
extract of brigade orders on the breaking up of the Camp. 

The presence of the Y. M. C. A. in camp has again been thoroughly appre- 
ciated. The agents of the Association have been untiring in their efforts for the 
welfare of the soldiers by the establishment ofan admirably-arranged Reading Room 
and Recreation Tent.

While engaged in this Camp a call came from Richmond, Que., 
from Col. Worsley, asking us to place a Tent in their Camp, but we 
were unable to arrange it on account of the short notice. The Com- 
mittee, however, see the importance of this work to be so great that 
they are taking steps to place it on amore permanent and satisfactory 
basis. 

RAILWAY BRANCH, POINT ST. CHARLES. 


We would give praise to our loving and gracious God for being 
permitted during the past year to fairly launch the work of the 
Y.M. C. A. amongst the employes of the Grand Trunk Railway 
Company at this point. It is well known to our friends how the work 
here was inaugurated, and how it was being carried on. In the 
month of July last the charge of this department was placed in the 
hands of Mr. Frank Lonsdale, late general Secretary and Founder o 
the York, England, Y. M.C. A. He reports having been cordially 
received by all to whom he has spoken, from the principals of the 
departments downwards. The Gospel and Song Service, which was 
commenced last fall, has been held regularly during the year upon 
every Lord’s Day afternoon at 3 o’clock, and evident signs of increas- 
ing interest is manifest by the attendance which has been largely 
augmented. The average attendance during the past several months 
has been 80 persons. A Bible Class has been commenced at 9.30 
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on Sunday a.m., for men only, and the interest already taken in it 
bespeaks the making of a good class. At present there are twenty 
names on the register of attendance, and a deep and growing interest 
is manifesting itself in the study of the Word. House-to-house visita- 
tion, tract and gospel slip distribution, and personal conversation have 
also been used as a means of reaching and becoming acquainted with 
the men and theirfamilies. The men on the track—drivers, firemen, 
brakesmen and conductors—can only be reached by this personal 
visitation, and many of them have been spoken to and interested in 
the work, who, from, their duties, cannot attend the meetings, but 
would willingly do so if they had the opportunity. The success 
already achieved is in a great measure due, under God, to the kind- 
ness and courtesy of Herbert Wallis, Esq., who has granted facili- 
ties for the extension of the work, which has greatly aided in its pro- 
secution. Mr. J. Curtis Clark, the Superintendent of Grand Trunk 
Railway Reading Room, has kindly continued to us his most able 
and valuable assistance, and Mr. Ivinson, Mr. Michael, and others 
have borne'personal testimony to good resulting from these meetings 
We must not forget to mention the most valuable services of Miss 
Fanny White, who, having presided at the organ every Sunday during 
the year, has caused the singing at our meetings to be most effective 
and attractive. Through the efforts of Mr. L., eight young men 
have been placed in the Company’s service, some of whom are 
reported to be giving every satisfaction. The work arranged now for 
the fall and winter months gives evidence of being successful. The 
dining-room attached to the Reading Room has been granted for a 
weekly meeting ; Cottage Meetings are also being held, and a 
weekly Bible Reading is held in a room attached to Forfar Street 
Presbyterian Church, the whole of which bids, fair to be a success if 
owned and blessed of God. We have at this present moment to 
rejoice in one soul having given testimony of having been brought 
into the liberty of the children of God, and of some of the 
employes taking a very active part in the work. Again, however, 
our chief source of encouragement is that so many have from time 
to time gathered together under the sound of the Gospel, and we 
trust that the seed sown may have fallen into good ground, and that 
ere long it will germinate and spring forth and bear much fruit, in 
some thirty, sixty and a hundred fold. 
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ROOMS AND LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


Your Committee beg to report that the building has been 
thoroughly cleaned and repaired, the hall newly tinted; the Library, 
Offices and Reading Room tinted, renovated and carpeted, and, 
through the kindness of the ladies, the windows fitted with elegant 
and convenient draperies. Much attention has been paid to the heat- 
ing, lighting and ventilation of the rooms, and every effort has been 
made to add to the comfort of both visitors and members. The Read- 
ing Room tables have been well supplied with the best papers and 
periodicals. Of Canadian :—Dailies 11, Weeklies 20; Monthlies 2. 
American weeklies and semi-weeklies 22; Monthlies 10; British 
weeklies 14; Monthlies 17 ; making a total of 96 copies. The cost of 
these during the past year was $147.53, and the amount realised by 
the annual sale of papers and magazines $42.50. The well-stocked 
tables, the educational classes, and the bright, comfortable rooms have 
all tended to make the daily attendance large and increasing. The 
Assistant Secretary, Mr. Kuhring, was entrusted with the complete 
charge of the Library, and his constant over-sight has been very bene- 
ficial. During the months of September and October he devoted 
much of his time to cataloguing the books, and a printed copy can now 
be had at trifling expense by any of the members. ‘To the purchase 
of suitable books your Committee devoted much time and delibera- 
tion. Particular care has been paid in suiting the tastes of readers 
and in supplying the Library with the latest and best books in Liter- 
ature and Science. 407 books were added during the year, as follows: 
—Biography, 40, History, 66 ; Travels, 36 ; Science, 49 ; English Lan- 
guage and Standard Works in Literature, 98 ; Magazines, 99 ; and Mis- 
cellaneous Works, 19. Among the notable additions are complete sets 
of Harper’s and Scribner’s Magazines, of the English men of letters, of 
Scott’s, Dickens’, Irving’s and Kev. E. P. Roes books, of Proctors 
works in astronomy, also those of Kingston and Ballantyne which 
relate to America, and a set of books on Intemperance in relation to 
Physiology and Hygiene. At the present time there are in Library :

VISITATION COMMITTEE. 


The work of this Committee is to invite young men to the religious 
meetings held in the building, especially the Saturday evening meet- 
ing and the Sunday afternoon Bible class. , 

With this object in view:the Committee has met every Saturday 
evening but two during the past year, and after prayer the principal 
hotels were visited and members stood at the street corners in the 
vicinity of the building, and for the past two months at the corner of 
St. Catherine and University streets. | 

Slips, on which an invitation to the meeting and a passage of Scrip- 
ture are printed, are handed to the young men passing by, and distri- 
buted to those in the reception rooms, billiard and bar rooms of the 
hotels. The average attendance has been six. 

On Sunday afternoons a somewhat similar work has been carried 
on for the past threemonths. Average attendance three. 
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Cards, on which a list of the Protestant churches in the city with 
their location, and an invitation to attend the Sunday meetings in our 
Rooms, are printed, are left at the principal hotels on Saturday nights 
for the commercial travellers and other guests remaining here over 
Sunday. 


During Exhibition week a member of this Committee stood at the 
door of the building every night with invitations for the special ser- 
vices which were held during that time. 


It would be impossible to report as to the results of this work. 
The results are God’s. Weare much encouraged. On one Saturday 
night we know of four who were led into the meeting through invita- 
tions received, on another occasion three. 


Another Saturday night a young man intending to go to the theatre 
received an invitation and came to our meeting instead, and we believe 
that many more have been led into the meetings during the past year, 
and that many of those who did not accept the invitation read the 
Word printed thereon, and we pray that the Holy Spirit will bless 


the seed thus sown and cause it to bring forth much fruit to the glory 
of God. 


The chairmanship of this Committee was held by Mr. S. F. Mas-

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VISITATION COMMITTEE, 


Since last annual report visitation has been mainly conducted by 
Mr. Louson, and in his absence in England by Mr. Frank Lonsdale, 
assisted by other members of the Association. As a rule, the fruit 
of visitation at the General Hospital are not gathered with any 
degree of certainty, yet this year there have been unwonted evidences 
that the seeds of gospel truth Jodged in the mind when the heart was 
softened by sickness and made tender by suffering have taken root 
and germinated even to eternal life. A singularly attractive young 
Highlander named Neil Beaton was brought to the Hospital last 
winter, suffering from spine disease and abscess, entailing great 
suffering. He received Jesus Christ with great simplicity, and took 
great delight in reading his Gaelic Bible. He left for his distant 
home in the Townships, and in September a letter was received from 
his father describing his protracted sufferings, and the wonderful joy 
in the Lord which sustained him under them. To the sympathetic 
neighbors who came to visit him he was full of tender entreaty,— 
though himself retiring and diffident,—to make sure of salvation, 
while his minister declared he preached a sermon to him at every visit, 
by his patient, joyful acquiescence to the will of God. His very last 
words, his Father writes, were: “ Be sure and write at once to Mon- 
treal and tell them how I thank God for ever having been taken as a 
patient to the Montreal General Hospital.” Other cases might be 
related almost as marked and blessed, but this will suffice. Visitation 
outside the Hospital has been continued, both towaid members of 
the Y. M. C. A. and others, as opportunity offered, but, for obvious 
reasons, cannot be particularized. In cases requiring it, arrangements 
were made to sit up at night with sick members, and it is hoped all 
our members will take note how gladly this is attended to whenever 
severe illness lays them aside, or they care to have visits of sympathy 
or help in time of trial. The men’s Jail has been visited frequently. 
The female Jail has also been visited, and occasional addresses given 
at the invitation of the chaplain. The Penitentiary of St. Vincent de 
Paul has also been visited, and the prisoners addressed ; and, through 
the kindness of the chaplain, it is hoped this feature of the work will 
afford in future a sphere not hitherto attempted. A very gratifying 
incident occurred in connection with Jail visitation which is full of 
encouragement. At the close of a public meeting in one of our 
churches a tall, well-dressed young man came up to the writer, 
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and hesitatingly held out his hand. “You don’t remember me?” 
said he. ‘No, was it in the Hospital I saw you?” “No,” glanc- 
ing round, ‘it was in the Jail.” . Seeing the Vestry door open 
he was asked to enter and tell his story—which in brief was to 
the effect that he had been in a dry goods establishment and had, by 
little and little—a paper of pins, then gloves, then more important 
articles—then a Court-room, followed by the jail. “ My sentence,” said 
the young fellow, ‘had nearly expired, and I did not know really what 
was to become of me, for my relations and friends had cast me off. It 
was the crisis of my life, when you passed through the jail, and spoke 
to me such words of hope and encouragement as lifted me right up, 
and the book you gave me showed where to obtain both guidance and 
strength to amend. I went to Upper Canada and obtained a situation 
with a good man, who took me without a reference, and took an 
interest in my religious life; but at the end of six months aman who 
had been with me in jail came along, and first tempted, and then tried 
to blackmail me, threatening to peach upon me to my employer that 
he had a jail bird in his house. It was a fearful moment, but I took it to 
the Lord, and He said, tell all to your Master, and I did, thank God! 
expecting to be cast again adrift, but (and his eyes filled with manly 
tears) he only raised my salary, for the man had informed on me 
already, and, had I not spoken, I would assuredly have been turned 
off.” “ Then what are you doing in Montreal now,’ was asked ? “ Ah, 
that is another of His kindnesses—He has reconciled me to my friends, 
and I am now ona visit to them,” and again Clasping the writer’s hand, 
‘Iwas so glad when I recognized you to-night, for I knew it would en- 
courage you for to hear my story.” And then and there the two knelt 
down and thanked and praised the Lord for His wonderful love and 
grace to the children of men. Incidents might be given of a sadly differ- 
ent character, where for years the Gospel has been pressed upon the 
acceptance of convicts, both in the Jail and the Penitentiary, and mate- 
rial kindness and help offered then on obtaining their liberty, but 
apparently without beneficial result. It is therefore with thankfulness 
that the above unmistakable instance is given to show that the labour 
and sympathy is not wholly thrown away.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE, 


It is with gladness of heart and gratitude to God that your 
Committee are privileged to present the following favorable report of 
the financial condition of our Association : 

Five years ago we were burdened with a debt of $23,000; the 
plan suggested for the payment of the same (see report of 1880) was 
so far successful as to reduce the amount in three years to less than 
$5,000; at the beginning of the year just closed the indebtedness 
was further lessened to $2,600, and to-day we are glad to announce 
that, by the generous response of friends to our appeal, the Associa- 
tion Building is free of debt, the general expenses have all been paid, 
and we have a small balance in hand. ‘To pay off this claim and meet 
the current expenses for the five years, it has been necessary to raise 
about $48,000. 

We find the work of the Association is rapidly growing upon us, 
and every year an increased amount of money is necessary to carry 
it on successfully. Looking upon it from a business standpoint, this 
prosperity is encouraging, and we ought not to allow the work to be 
crippled by withholding the small yearly increase of money wanted 
to enlarge its sphere of usefulness. 

We have during the year found it necessary to make some 
repairs on the building, and re-carpet it, at an expense of about $800 
A lot in the cemetery has also been purchased, at an expense of $400, 
for the burial of young men who, dying in the Hospital and other 
parts of the city, without friends, have special claims upon our Associ- 
ation for thoughtful Christian burial. In addition to this, some $600 
has been applied to the purchase of new books for the Library, to 
which reference is made in other reports. 

I'he estimate of expenses for the coming year is $5000, of which 
we receive $1300 from rentals, and the balance, $3700, is to be raised, 
as usual, by subscriptions. We desire to thank the subscribers for 
the generous aid they have furnished towards carrying on this work ; 
and, believing as we do that the money has been wisely and faithfully 
applied to the object for which it was subscribed, we do not hesitate 
to ask for a continuance of your aid, that the spiritual and temporal 
good of the many young men whom it has been our privilege to help, 
may not be lessened for want of the necessary funds.
